It is in " the 
yet mote curious and monstrous evil ' su 
wrll described by the Cuminitlee, lltal the 
free inhabitants perceive the cruelty and 
injustice of that horrible ayate.m under 
which Van Diem en's Land is now groan- 
ing, but of which lewd Stisuv denies 
their right to complain. The system was 
iiboliihrd in this country tin the broad 
ground of ill incompatibility with our 
mural welfare as a people. The idle plea 
that New Mouth Wales "" waa a penal set- 
tlement before il waa a eokiny," waa 
rtul thought by the Commons' Committee 
worthy of a moment '• notice. There waa 
nothing in it then, there it nothing in it 
now, as applied to the one colony or the 
othei, The true putting of the case ia 
thia: Van Diemen't Land, like New 
South Wales, waa founded aa a penal 
settlement, and has grown into a colony. 
It has so grown, not in tpite of the home 
Oovrrnment, but under ila *iujjtre*, with 
ila aanction and envnuragemeat . Andasit 
waa found, by a parliamentary committee, 
that either the penal wtllemenl must 
be given up, or the colony be irretriev- 
ably ruined . and as this conclusion, in 
so fai ss it applied to New South Wales, 
was adopted and carried out by the British 
Government ', it follows, that Lord 8tsh- 
utv'a plea ia not only frivolous as a piece 
of reason tog, but in direct violation of a 
principle already solemnly settled. Van 
Diernen 'i Land must be delivered from iti 
penal character, or as a British colony its 
fate i* sealed. 

Another ground upon which the des- 
patch rejects ihe Llkl'TUI » WT- Sovit* N B a 

proposition is, that if the coluny cannnt 
afford to employ the convicts on Miniitt- 
rial terms, they may be advantageously 
mployed in preparing the waste lands of 
the Crown for future sale) and the noble 
writer seems to churkle in the idea, that 
by this nappy arrangement an unforeseen 
benefit may be derived from the working 
uf hii own Land Act. The lantla thus pre- 
pared by convict labour will thereby be 
so enhanced in eichangable value, aa 
eventually to repay, by the higher prices 
realised from sales, the first outlay of 
British money. [ n forming this brilliant 
conception, his Lotnsmr must have over- 
looked two rather material facts. Pint, 
that in that island the Crown has 
■rely any land capable of improvement; 
and, B*condly, that even if it had, there 
would be nn purchasers. If the present 
ay stem of Iran ipur Lal ion be continued, im- 
migration can never be revived. Trans- 
portation and coloniaation cannot coexist. 
The virtuous families already settled in 
Van Diemeni Land cannnt luug remain 
there amid the growing horrurs which 
surround (hem. Many of them are 
aniiuusly tuedttatiag a reaioi-al to the 
mow favoured colonies. And sure we are, 
if they do not remove voluntarily, they 
will soon be ttmpelitd to flee front that 
mural pest-house. With this flattering 
proapect before him, of no immigration 
tafa the island, and of plenteous emigra- 
tion awf of it, we ahould like to know 
where Lord Btsklkv expects to rind 
purchaser! for his convict -cleared farms. 

In concluding, for the present, our 
observations on this painful subject — a 
subject in which Ne 
whither so many of the Van Diemen's 
l.nij-l expirees repair, ha* no small stake 
— we ramittt forbear to eiprrsi our regret 
thai the legislative Council of the iiland 
should hate an LaOiety brooked the indig- 
nities heaped itpin their adopted count rv. 
With lew ticfptiunt, they are a eel of 
tame . crouching imbeciles, who teem dis- 
posed lo submit to any terms prescribed 
to them by the powers that be.

One uf the must important features in 
these papers — or rather the absence of a 
principal feature— is, that there arr no 
reports of cattle -stealing by the Kafirs; 
un the contrary, the general belief, 
according to the tfrwAaat'r Tom Journal 
and tfwrrwifieT HasM, appears lo be that 
the h'atirw — properly so called, were not 
thr rubbers; but that the tattle -stealers 
and murderers, aa in (he case of Lr. 
timmiK, were rather idlers and hangera-ou. 
The reeen! measures sf the Government, 
as stationing troops on the bonlers, and 
showing that depredations will nut be 
permitted wilhuul retribution, have had 
the denned effect. 

With respect to Natal, it is to be re- 
gretted that from some mischievous 
interference on the part of the " delegates,'' 
there waa yet evinced a disposition lu> 
wnrti* the old system of " emigrant In lers," 
although nu serums hostile consequences 
were anticipated. The inurement, how- 
ever, created some anxiety. 

All our papers — ihe Cape Town Journal, 
Ihe Said Afnkaaa. and the Crnhim i 
Tiwn Journal — apeak confidently of the 
iitccessful advancement of the colony both 
east and west; and ibe Government, as at 
present conatituted, is popular. 

The whole of the papen refer with mi- 
nuteness to the Sydney riport of tallow ; 
they congratulate themselves on aa in- 
crease in the export of wool, and they re- 
fer to the Societies established for the en- 
couragement of exports, especially uf wool, 
for the high prices realised in Ihe sales of 
Cape wool in England in lu ll. It appears 
thai there were three « cupe" offered for 
the three best samples of wool, afSO. 
*":UJ, and .*xr. ; the prices realiaed for 
the prite wools were It. I0d., 2a. id., 
and 2s. 3d, , the highest known for Cape 
wuoli, and the lirat price, 2s. 1 0d,, all, ac- 
cording (u the Broker, above the value, 
and realized only in consequence of Ihe 
colour produced by Ihe washing, and ex* 
t re (ne care in packing, and not on account 
of the fibre. 

Of the Wines— there it ttill greater 
coniplainl than »r have made of uur in- 
fant vineyards, but additional prizes had 
been tiffered for the uext vintage ; and it 
h as expected that the wine ■farmers would 
not neglect tu important a branch of their 
eijiurt trade. The Cape colony had ap- 
parently been freed from the locust pesti, 
and their crops promised well, bul 
rains, heavy and almost constant, had 
materially impeded the operations of the 
agriculturists . nevertheless there was not 
anticipated arty danger of the necessity 
for the grain imports of the iwu preceding 
years. 

We shall probahly return to the papers 
fur extract*, especially with rejpect to the 
wool and wine exports ; and to the latter 
we shall call the especial attention of the 
wine-growers of New South Wales in 
future papers.
